The prohibition against business communications in the amateur service has been clar- 


am ified by Commission Order, according to an FCC news release dated June 30. FCC -' 


rules Section 97.114 prohibits business third-party traffic. However, the Commission 
decided to add a new section to Part 97 that explicitly prohibits business communications 
in general. The term ''business communication'! will also be defined in Section 97.3. 
Business communication in this instance includes all types of communications intended to 
facilitate the regular commercial affairs of any party, individual or organization. Ama- 
teur communications which benefit the public, such as medical emergencies, are exempt 
from this rule. Another new section emphasizes that international amateur communica- 
tions must be limited to personal remarks and technical exchanges. These amendments 
will be effective upon publication in the Federal Register. 


ARRL CONTINUES FIGHT AGAINST NO-CODE 


The ARRL filed its arguments against 
the FCC's proposed no-code amateur license 
(P.R. Docket 83-28) on June 28. 

The ARRL comments are in six sections, 
starting out with a criticism of the 
Commission's rather deceiving structure of 
83-28. The League points out that the no- 
code proposal is a classic example of a 
"eatch-22 situation." In the first part 
of the NPRM, the FCC asks whether or not a 
codeless amateur license should _ exist. 
The second part of the Commission's propo- 
sal asks what the nature and extent of 
privileges this new type of license should 
have. Answering this second part of the 


proposal would make anyone against the no- 
code license appear to accept or even 
advocate a no-code license. One wonders 
how many opponents of the no-code license 
fell into the Commission's trap by making 
suggestions to something they did _ not 
agree with! 

Part two of the League's comments 
states that the League, its members and 
the amateur community, in general, 
strongly oppose any sort of codeless ama- 
teur license. The Commission's no-code 
amateur license idea is not new. The 
League further states that this is an

especially inappropriate time to introduce 
any new form of license, because of the 
pending volunteer examination proposal. 
The volunteer exam proposal is in PR 
age No. 83-27. (See QST for June 1983 
p. 60 

The ARRL at first maintained a fairly 
neutral position on the no-code issue, in 
order to allow the amateur community to 
come to its own opinions either for or 
against the Commission's no-code 
proposal. 

This effort was made at some cost to 
the League. Some members resigned their 
memberships, believing that the League's 
initial neutral stand on the FCC proposed 
no-code license meant that the ARRL might 
eventually support the proposal. Because 
of so much opposition to the codeless ama- 
teur license, the ARRL Board of Directors 
at its April meeting (Vol. 2, No. 9) re- 
solved to fight the no-code issue "in the 
strongest possible manner." 

The third part of the League's argu- 
ments against the no-code license points 
out that the benefits of a  codeless 
license are "illusory and _ insubstantial." 
The Commission believes that the codeless 
license will attract young, computer- 
oriented individuals to ham _ radio. It 
should be plainly seen that an interest in 
computers does not necessarily mean _ that 
there is an interest in ham radio, and 
vice-versa. 

The Commission also seems to believe 
that the elimination of the Morse require- 
ment will assist handicapped individuals 
in participating in Amateur Radio. 


This is simply not true. There are 
many instances in which physically handi- 
capped individuals, not necessarily hams, 


communicate via the Morse code. Attached 
to the League's comments were two news- 
paper articles about handicapped individ- 
uals who are able to communicate only by 
using Morse code. The Morse code is an 


international, universally understood lan- 
guage. It is a language that breaks all 
barriers to the handicapped, enabling the 
handicapped individual to converse’ with 
all other radio amateurs on an_ equal 
basis. Rather than being an advantage for 
handicapped individuals, a codeless 


license would create a class of amateurs 
who would not be able to communicate with 
these individuals. Many of these same 
handicapped hams lead useful and produc- 
tive lives providing valuable public ser- 
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vice and emergency communications. 
Moreover, handicapped applicants have 
expressed their desire not to be given 


special treatment or dispensation of the. 


basic qualifications of amateur 
license. 

The benefits and advantages of the 
Morse code are brought up in the League's 
fourth argument. CW communications use 
the least amount of spectrum space, all 
language barriers are _ eliminated, com- 
munications reliability is enhanced and 
the Amateur Radio Service is the only 
national reserve of trained communicator / 
technicians skilled in the Morse code. 

Fifth, the League critiques the 
Canadian and Japanese versions of a no- 
code license. The Commission fails to see 
that the Canadian’ digital license has 
attracted only about 150 new amateurs in 
its four-year history. The Japanese no- 
code license, which, by the way, is_ in 
violation of International Telecommunica- 
tion Union regulations, has resulted in 
problems with overcrowding, violation of 
power limitations, TVI and RFI, and a ten- 
dency for newcomers to lose interest in 
ham radio after about a year. ITU regula- 
tions prohibit operation on the hf bands

without knowledge of Morse code. 
little interest in upgrading. Moreover, 
there is little participation in the 


public service aspect of Amateur Radio in 
Japan, compared with the public service 
U.S. amateurs provide. 

Sixth, the League states that know- 
ledge of the Morse code requirement is a 
major factor in the history of rule 
compliance in the Amateur Radio Service. 
The pride and discipline needed to learn 
the code necessary to become an amateur 
results in appreciation of. privileges on 
radio frequencies. We all know of the 
problems that have come about after the 
Commission created the Citizens Band Radio 
Service (CB). 

National confidence in public educa- 
tion systems is suffering, caused in part 
by the lack of discipline and challenge of 
school curricula. Automatic promotions 
and underachievers that exist in the 
nation's schools exist in other fields of 


endeavor. Yet this is not occurring in 
Amateur Radio. The Amateur Radio Service 
still maintains a high level of entrance-= 


standards. To lower these standards risk. 
devaluating the amateur service.
